ASHINGTON, March 30. — On

While opposing forces were clash- 
ing in oratorical flights at the Capitol, 
President Wilson took occasion to dis- 
cuss the situation with callers, ex- 
pressing keen regret that what had 
promised to be a dignified contest 
over principles had degenerated into 
a fight upon the administration.

em ption.

the approach of the end, the closing 
speech of Speaker Clark in opposition 
to the repeal serving as the chief ob- 
jective point of anticipation.

Americans Declare Villa Was 
«Twice Whipped. 


Say Federals Failed to Fol- 
. low Up Advantage. 


Tell How Huerta General 
Suddenly Went Insane. 


{BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE] 
EL PASO (Tex.) March 30.—A tale 
ef rebel reverses and rebel luck was 
brought here tonight from the front 
by John Reed, correspondent of the 
New York World, and Robert Dor- 
Man, a photographer. 

Their stories are the first unbiased 
@ecounts of eye-witnesses since the 
attack on Gomez Palacio, Lerdo and 
Torreon began. They left the front 
Saturday morning, at which time they 
estimated that the rebel loss was 2000 
in killed and wounded. : 

“We were whipped twice at Gom 
Palacio,” related Dorman, “but the 
Federals didn't have the good sense 


— 


to follow up their advantage, and VII- 


la returned to the attack after re- 
organizing, and ultimately occupied 


the city. We were whipped right 
there, but Velasco, the -Federal com- 
Mander, didn’t know it. 

“Federal prisoners whom we cap- 
tured said that Velasco later went in- 
Sane in the trenches. He is a crip- 

le of previous revolutions and has a 

arm and a bad leg. The pris- 
ontrs told us he went mad after 
Gomez Palacio and went raging up 
and down the lines, cursing and issu- 
ing the most absurd orders. Uni- 
mately his own officers put him un- 
der restraint. 

“Our attack on Gomez Palacio was 
Centered on the hill known as Cerro 

la Pilar. It is precipitous and we 
made seven assaults before taking it. 
The result of each of the six assaults, 
which were unsuccessful, could be 
discerned after the battle by the rings 
of dead rebels. Their bodies distinct- 
ly marked the line where they were 
repulsed. 

“The home-made shrapnel of the 
rebels had much to do with the early 
repulses at Gomez Palacio. Only about 
one in thirty exploded. 

“Gen. Villa is a fighting man. He 
was everywhere and his greatest de- 
light was to join the assaults on foot 
and throw hand grenades himself. 

“Ultimately he will take Torreon. 
When we left Saturday morning the 
‘fight for the possession of Torreon 
was in progress. It was slow, stub- 
born work, as the rebels had to fight 
from house to house, the enemy re- 
treating from position to position 
through holes knocked through the 
mud houses, which are built one 
@gainst another.” 

Reed and Dorman, like other cor- 
. Pespondents and photographers, were 
mot only forbidden to send out news 
after the attack on Torreon began, 
but they themselves were forbidden 
to leave. 

According to Reed, they bribed a 
Section hand to allow them to use 
gasoline-propelied fall vehicle, 
which carried them to Bermeiillo. 
There they caught a hospital train, 
which carried them to Chthuahua. 
All along the line they were stopped 
and questioned, but they still had 
their safe-conduct. passes from Villa 
and managed to get through, as the 
verbal order against their departure 
had not been properly promulgated. 
In Juarez they were stopped twice, 
but their passes carried them through. 

“We slept—actually slept—on the 
Poof of the caboose to Chihuahua,” 
related Reed. “It is true the sleep 
was much broken, but still we slept 
In our waking moments we could 
hear the moans and cries of the 
wounded, especially when the train 
stopped and it was all still otherwise 
in the desert. the wounded died 
they were simply shoved out of the 
cars by the side of the tracks. We 
didn't stop to bury them.” 

Reed and Dorman agreed that the 
superiority of the Federals’ artillery 
should have given them permanent 
victory, but for Velasco's failure to 
follow up his advantages. 

The rapid-fire guns. accurately 
trained on obstacies put in the way 
of the rebel advance, did the most 
damage, they sald. The rebels simply 
fell in windrows before the barbed- 
wire entanglements. Each time, how- 
ever, Villa was able to retreat without 
pursuit and re-form his men. Their 
valor was unaffected by their re- 
pulses, or by thirst and hunger. 

All of the correspondents were 
made sick’ by drinking contaminated 
water from the irrigation ditches, and 
John W. Roberts, correspondent of 


the El Paso Morning Times, was con- 


fined to the hospital at the time Reed 
and Dorman. departed. The other 
correspondents and photographers had 
recovered. 

Dorman brought back a report that 
Col. Victor Huerta, son of President 
Huerta, was emong the Federal dead. 

He said also that British Vice-Con- 
ul Cummings of Gomez Palacio was 
gent to Torreon by Gen. Villa to sug- 
gest to Gen. Velasco that he sur- 
render.

SAY ARMY EXPERTS.

American Officers Argue that 
Villa’s Men Fight to Eat, Which 
Accounts for Their Obstinacy. 
Situation at Tampico Reported 
Threatening and Attack Imminent. 


(BY A F. NIGHT WIRE.) 
WASHINGTON, March 30,—Army 
officers here are surprised at the en- 
durance shown by the raw and undis- 
ciplined Mexican troops on both sides 
in the fighting around Torreon. It iz 
estimated that for five days past these 
soldiers have been engaged in almost 
constant battle without opportunity 
for sleep and practically without 
commissariat, on the rebel side at 
least. It is believed here that the 
explanation for the almost unparal- 
leled obstinacy of the attack by the 
rebels is the knowledge that the only 
food and safety lies behind the Fed- 
eral defenses in the city of Torreon 
and that retreat across the desert in 
their rear, is out of the question, with 
a victorious enemy in pursuit. 

In the absence of news from the 
scene of battle in Central Mexico, in- 
formation that came to Washingtor 
today was from the naval officers sta- 
tioned on the two coasts. This re- 
lated to the report of a really 
threatening situation at Tampico. 

Because of the oll wells in its rear

Isidro Fabela, Sub-Secretary of For- 
eign Relations, stated again today 
that Gen. Carranza expected to issue 
a decree covering the payment of 
American claims if the city of Tor- 
reon fell into the hands of the Con- 
stitutionalists. The Secretary made it 
plain that the claims of those who 
had favored the rebel cause would 
receive first consideration if Carranza 
took up the reins of government at 
Mexico City.

posed and discussed, Premier Asquith 
announced a decision to the House 
of Commons today which none of the 
prophets had expected or even sug- 
gested. 

The Prime Minister himself will 
assume the burden of the War Of- 
fice, In addition to his other duties. 
He wil resign from the House at 


this critical stage, when the second 
reading of the home rule bill 16 
about to be taken up and will ap- 
peal for re-election to his constitu- 
ents in East Fife, Scotland, within a 
ew days.

The only practical loss to the party 
in the meantime will be the with- 
drawal of Mr. Asquith’s voice from 
the debates. He will preside over the 
Cabinet meetings and direct man- 
euvers in the House of Commons from 
an unofficial seat, while Reginald Mo 
Kenna, the Home Secretary, and Win- 
ston Spencer Churchill, First Lord of 
the Admiralty, will understudy him 
as House leader. 

“Oh, I'll’ be handy if I'm wanted,” 
Mr. Asquith remarked to Andrew 
Bonar Law, the opposition leader, 
who thought that the home rule bill 
Deen not be proceeded with in the

Shafroth Amendment Wor- 
ries Conference. 


National Board Asked to Let 
It Simmer. 


Speaker Declares Nebraska 
Men Are Like Sheep. 


{BY A. F. NIGHT WIRE.) 

DES MOINES (Iowa) March 30.— 
The possibility of a controversy over 
the Shafroth and Bristow suffrage 
amendments, now pending before Con- 
gress, arising in the Mississippi Val- 
ley suffrage ‘conference here tomor- 
row ‘jeveloped tonight, when it be- 
came known that a conference of suf- 
fragists opposed to the Shafroth 
amendment had been held. It had 
been announced in Chicago last week 
that the subject would not be brought 


up, and it was understood tonight 
that an effort would be made to keep 
it from the floor of the conference 
tomorrow. 

Miss Alice Paul of Washington, D. 
C., president of the Congressional 
Suffrage Union, which is said to favor 
the Bristow amendment, was present 
at a gathering of about twenty-five 
leading suffragists this afternoon, at 
which the Shafroth amendment and 
its meaning to the suffrage movement 
at large was discussed. As a result 
the following telegram, addressed to 
the official board of the National 
American Women Suffrage Associa- 
tion, was made public: 

Many members of the Mississippi 
Valley conference feel that the Shaf- 
roth resolution to amend the consti- 
tution should be left in commiftee un- 
til after the next convention. 

“Were this done it would avoid a 
chance for confusion which might 
come were two suffrage resolutions 
simultaneously before the country, 
and would give time for mature con- 
sideration of a measure which many 
of us do not understand and which 
we want to act upon with delibera- 
tion.“ 

The signers then asked the official 
board to instruct its Congressional 
Committee not to push the Shafroth 
resolution, nor to ask its report from 
the Senate committee.

John Nicholas Brown, Jr., is the 
great-grandson of Nicholas Brown, 
the founder of Brown University. As 
an infant he was known as “the $10,- 
000,000 baby.”

Young Brown has spent practically all 
his life at Newport, with the excep- 
tion of an occasional visit to Europe. 
His home is Harbour Court, on Hali- 
don Hill, a large, old-fashioned bolace 
that makes but a modest showing in 
comparison with the great mansions 
on all sides. Here the “richeet boy” 
has grown up under the watchful eye 
of his mother, Mrs. John Nicholas 
Brown, whose life bugaboo has been 
the fear that her son might be kid- 
naped and held for ransom.

President authority to suspend tolls, 
Thus he proposed to find “some Inter- 
mediate channel between what ap- 
pears to be Scylla upon the one side 
and Charybdis upon the other, and to 
prevent the party craft from striking 
upon either promontory, either to be 
wounded or disrupted.” 

Senator Fall, Republican of New 
Mexico, gave_the controvérsy a new 
aspect by introducing a bill to forbid 
that tolls be levied on American coast- 
wise vessels or those belonging “to 
Cleizens of any country on this con- 
tinent and engaged solely in trade be- 
tween parts of North and South 
America, or both, and duly registered 
under the laws of the country of 
which the owners of said vessels are 
citizens.” 

e contended it would work out to 
a logical conclusion the policies as 
originally contemplated in the Monroe 
‘doctrine. “It would be convincing to 
Brazil, Chile, Argentine, Mexico and 
other Latin-American countries on 
this continent,“ said he. “that the 
United States is in good faith in its 
announced policy of friendship and 
willingness to assist these countries, 
not only against aggressions of for- 
eign powers, but in the development 
of their own resources.” : 
Senatar Owen, one of the adminis- 
tration’s stanchest supporters, ex- 
pressed the opinion that two weeks 
would be all the Senate would requiré 
for debate. 

Senator Kern, the Democratic lead- 
er, told the President that while the 
debate would be longer than at first 
expected, the question would be dis- 
posed of without delay. 

Senator Lewis, Democrat, urged his 
resolution to give the President dis- 
cretion to suspend tolls. He sub- 
mitted his resolution, he said, first to 
suggest a method of applying tolls and 
“to give the Democratic party an in- 
termediate course that it may avoid 
the rocks on one side or the other.” 
Senator Gallinger, the Republican 
leader, pointed out, that a month 
after the adoption of the Baltimore 
platform a vote in the Senate on re- 
pealing the toll exemptions was de- 
feated, with twenty-one Democrats 
voting in favor of the exemption. 
Senator Thomas added to the list 
of Panama bills by introducing one 
to provide that the canal should bo 
free to all traffic, foreign as well as 
coast Wise. 


Senator Owen read into the record 
a plank of the Baltimore platform 
denouncing ship subsidy. This, he 
said, was a flat contradiction of the 
Plank favoring exemption in the 
Panama Canal and was the expres- 
sion of Democratic doctrine for many 
years. He insisted that agents of 
the coastwise steamship companies 
had “busied temselves arousng pub- 
lic sentiment and bringing to bear 
pressure to get the exemption plank 
into the platform, though not a State 
convention of any party had favored 


it. 

“Now they would like to delay this 
question,” he added, “until they can 
get up this artificial sentiment.” 
Senator Owen said he favored re- 
peal of the navigation laws giving 
American-owned and manned ships a 


coastwise trade monopoly. Under 
these laws, he declared, the com- 
panies had so divided the traffic 


among themselvel that they extorted 
improper rates from the shippers. 

Senator Bristow and Senator Fall 
asserted that railroad domination of 
coastwise shipping through arrange- 
ment with the Pierson syndicate, con- 
trolling the Tehuantepec Railroad, 
had created a condition of monopoly 
in coastwise traffic. The exemption 
provision of the canal act was aimed 
at this monopoly, Senator Bristow in-

Contrabands Into Country and Will 

Be Sentenced. 

Yung Sing, a persistent violator ef 
the Chinese smuggling law, changed 
his plea from not guilty to guilty in 
the United States District Court yes- 
terday, and will be sentenced by Judge 
Wellborn tomorrow morning. 


It appears from the records that 
Yung Sing, while out on bond In a 
case involving the smuggling of eight 
contrabands across the 
Mexico, entered into a second con- 
}spiracy and brought in four more, all 
of whom were picked up in San 
Diego. 

In presenting his case Yung Sing’s 
attorney said that his client had been 
guilty of a number of violations of 
law, and that he desired to plead 
guilty, wipe off the slate, and start 
all over again. 

The law provides a punishment 
not to exceed two years for each con- 
traband brought into the country, 
making the young defendant liable to 
a stretch of twenty-four years in 
penitentiary. 

Yung Sing is a bright Chinese boy, 
who ‘speaks perfect English and 
Wears American up-to-the-minute 
clothes. Leroy Hughes, a white boy, 
jointly implicated with Sing, also 
pleaded guilty and will be sentenced 
at the same time.

IDENTITY FADES 
FROM MEMORY. 


Relatives on Trail of the Miss- 
ing Fred Emerson, 


Find He's Assumed Name 
and Denies Personality. 


Father Says Blow on Head 
Unbalanced Mind. 


A psychological problem is pre- 
sented in the case of Fred L. Emerson, 
who disappeared from Los Angeles 
on the morning of November 11, 1912, 
after suffering an injury to the head 
while boarding a street car. No word 
was heard from the man until Jan- 
vary 12 of this year when the first 
clew to his whereabouts was received 
from FE. R. Clemens of Terra Bella, 
‘Tulare county. Clemens by chance 
encountered young Emerson, 
whom he had been acquainted in En- 
campment, Wyo., and spoke to him, 
calling him by name. 


and a hunting license in the name of 
C. C. Calkins, which had been issued 
in Oakdale, Cal. Clemens was so con- 
clusively convinced that the man 
claiming to be Calkins was in reality 
Fred Emerson that he immediately 
wrote the father, Willis George 
Emerson of Los Angeles, relating the 
circumstances. 

About three months previous to his 
disappearance, Emerson had a slight 
accident to his head. He apparently 
suffered no ill effects and seemed to 
be perfectly rational in every respect. 
On the morning of his disappearance 
Emerson bade his wife good-by in 
his accustomed manner and started 
for the downtown offce where he was 
employed in the advertising depart- 
ment of The Times in a position of no 
little responsibility. The last person 
who is known to have seen him on that 
morning was a barber employed in 
a shop near The Times office, After 
leaving this shop Bmerson disap- 
peared as completely as though he 
had been snatched into space. 

Charles C. Calkins, whose name 
Emerson has assumed, if it is really 
he, is a cousin living at Irving Park, 
III., whom he had visited in his in- 
fancy but of whom he had no re- 
memberance, although he had heard 
his father speak of him at various 
times. It is assumed that the blow 
on the head which Emerson sus- 
tained caused an attack of a certain 
form of amnesia or loss of memory 
and, at the same time, caused him to 
resurrect the name from his sub- 
conscious mind and assume the iden- 
tity of this long forgotten cousin. 
Charies C. Calkins, the cousin, has 
never been on the Pacific Coast and is 
still at Irving Park. 

A few days ago, W. E. Donaghoe, a 
trusted friend of the Emerson fam- 
lly, started on the trail. He pro- 
ceeded to Oakdale armed with pho- 
tographs of young Emerson. With- 
out explaining his mission he showed 
these pictures to various persons in 
the town who had been acquainted 
with the self-styled Calkins and they 
were readily identified. Conversation 
with the Towell family, with whom 
Emerson, or Calkins as he called him- 
self, had lived served to complete the 
identification. 

Calkins had talked of firing on the 
ratiroads in Colorado, pitching for a 
baseball team in Los Angeles and also 
declared that he had at one time con- 
ducted a cigar store in Ocean Park. 
All of these were the past experiences 
of Fred Emerson.

Don't ever use 
vanilla as a flavoring extract for a 
yellow cake—it’s too insipid. The 
yolks require an acid, like lemon.

J recall a case in which a woman 
was suing for divorce and made the 
suggestion that her husband have the 
custody of their young daughter.

It depends a good deal on who com- 
piles the statistics. While Villa has been 
exploding his way to the front, Carranza 
has been thinking his way to the rear, but 
as no one ever knows where Mexico will

ig court, there might be some similitude 
between a British referendum and a Califor- 
nia referendum to the voters of a California 
Supreme Court decision on the constitu- 
tionality of an act of Holy Hiram’s Legis- 
lature taking away the property of H. E. 
Huntington and bestowing it upon Toopious 
the Rebater. | 

The recall of judicial decisions strikes a 
blow at the very vitals of representative 
government, for it provides for a reversal 
of court-decisions by secret ballot, where 
many ballots would be cast by ignorant, 
vicious and irresponsible voters. It would 
establish a rule of anarchy. Personal] and 
property rights would be at the mercy of 
a popular majority. Laws for the collec- 
tion of debts might be rendered abortive. 
Laws for the confiscation of property by 
unequal taxation might be approved by re- 
versing Supreme Court decisions declaring 
them unconstitutional. It would be useless 
to publish Supreme Court decisions and 
look to them as establishing any rule or 
principle of law, for the voters might affirm 
one decision and reverse another in cases 
where the facts were exactly the same. 

In Oregon, under the constitutional pro- 
vision for tho recall of judges, there was 
a petition for submission to the voters prac- 
tically of the question as to whether a ju- 
dicial decision should be reversed or af- 
firmed. Circuit Judge John S. Coke of Doug- 
las county refuged. to give the jury in a 
criminal case certain instructions which 
the District Attorney demanded. For this 
a petition for his recall was circulated: The 
only question was as to whether the in- 
structions asked were or were not law.

tion) was organized and led by the late 
Prince Ito, and is the largest party in Japan. 
It has a workable majority in the House 
of Representatives and is the party now in 
power. 
The Rikken Dosh-kali (literally, Constitu- 
tional Friends Association) was organized 
by the late Prince Katsura last spring. It is 
already a strong factor in Japanese politics. 
The Kokuminto (Nationalist party) is 
another political party in Japan, once led 
by Count Okuma. 
The Selyu Club ts a party composed prin- 
cipally of those members who have bolted 
from the Setyu-kal Ita slogan is “Down 
clan rule.” 
The Yuraku-kai is a political association 
of the independents, 
Political parties of Japan differ from one 
another in no clean-cut principles or polit- 
ical faiths. They depend more upon the 
character and s of their lead- 


ers. 

The Jiyuto, or Liberal party, the first 
party ever organized in Japan and led by 
Count Itagaki, was ultimately absorbed by 
the Sefyu-kai, when Prince Ito formed it. 

The Shimpo-to, or Progressive party, or 
ganized in 1881 and led by Count Okuma, 
has ever since played the chief role of the 
opposition. Today it forms the mainstay 
of the Kukuminto or Nationalist party.

About the rainbow a discussion has 
flourished for years and even yet it 
is far from being settled. Some

THE EASTERN BROOK TROUT. 


To some anglers all trout are speck- 


led trout, but to the discerning 
there is but one speckled beauty, and 
he is the eastern brook trout. He is 
the aristocrat of the trout family in 
both dress and flavor. He parades, 
especially at the nuptial season, with 
his sides gaudily splashed with bright 
vermilion spots encircled with a blue 
aureole. He wears a marbled coat, 
blue-black or olive mottied, upon his 
back, while his lower fins are adorned 
with a tiny lace-edging of white. The 
eastern brook trout and his cousins 
are the “four hundred” of troutdom. 

Gravelly-bottomed streams with 
clear shallow water and a steady cur- 
rent are favorite resorts for brook 
trout. They spawn in the fall, far up 
in shallow creeks and where smooth 
beds exist. Through the winter the 
ees lie in the water waiting for the 
warm spring waters, which will hatch 
them. The little fellows rustle for 
themselves once they are out of the 
egg, and thousands of them are to be 
seen darting back and forth in the 
shallow pools of southern streams. 

THE LOCH LEVEN. 

A bonny Scotchman is the Loch 
Leven, who first saw California waters 
in 1894. He is a rough water fish 
and he likes falls and rapids, and is 
very similar to the German brown 
trout. At Sisson the Loch Leven have 
been crossed with other species, and 
they produce a strong, gamey fish. 
They may be ed from the 
brook trout by the absence of vermil- 


ion 
HOW TROUT LIVE. 

Trout, especially the brook trout, are 
extremely sensitive to their surround- 
ings. In swift streams they are lithe 
and trim and where oxygen and light 


are abundant their skins are bright and 


transparent and the hues vivid. In 
sluggish pools the trout are somber 
and slimy, they 
“black trout,” ns ome 

stout, and they are 
often overgrown. 


In the same river fish haunting the 
sunny or shady side of the channel 
will vary in tint. It is said that trout 
are able to change their tints at will, 
and that inside of twenty minutes, 
if they be changed to new surround- 
ings, their colors will take on the hue 
of the new environment. The loss of 
an eye will turn the biind side of the 
trout white. Trout that visit the sea 
have their flesh colored reddish 
the pigments of the shrimps 
crabs which they eat. 

Trout cannot thrive in water warm- 

than 68 deg. and below 36 
deg. they become torpid and refuse 
te feed. Some instances are on record 


of trout being revived after they have 


frozen. In the spring and early sum- 
mer the trout feed industriously at 
the rapids, but when the warm mid- 
summer days come they lurk in the 
deep pools, behind rocks and among 
where the water is cool. | 

the spawning season arrives | 


the female searches the stream for a 
— spot and then proceeds to 
build a nest. She works as hard build- 
ing a nest for her eggs as do the 
swallows which build a stronghold of 
cemented mud. She begins work with 
her tall and fins until she has dug a 
hole in the sand of the stream. 
stones are encountered they are 
pushed aside or carried away in the 
mouth of the industrious little fish. 
When the nest is completed and the 
eggs are laid, the mother trout gently 
fans the gravel over them for a cover- 
ing, and then, having dohe her duty 
by her progeny, she swims away and 
promptly forgets all about them, for 
trout, unlike bass, do not protect their 
offspring after hatching. 

Dainty, but strong feeders, charac- 
terizes the appetite of the trout. They 
lie with their heads upstream, wait- 
ing and watching for prey that may 
float down. When a bug is sighted, a 
lightning flash, a splash, and the bug 
is no more. Live food is the trouts’ 
favorite, and students of the fish say 
that their preference of dishes runs 
lin this order, worms washed from the 
sides of the bank, then gaily-colored 
files, insects, little fishes and eggs. 

ANGLERS’ ARGItUMENTS. 


Every seasoned angler has his own 
pet theories about the wily tribes of 
the brooks, and each is. prepared to 
stoutly maintain that his, and only 
his, is the scientific method of entic- 
ing the trout to the fly. Some say: 
“Fish down the stream and float the 
Ay naturally toward the head of the 
waiting fish,” others argue that by 
working down stream the sound of 
the footsteps of the fisherman is car- 
ried by the water down to where the 
fish are playing and that once’ the 
fish are disturbed it is useless to cast. 
But quibble as they may, they are all 
agreed that the “plumper,” the man 
who fastens a worm on a willow limb 


man. 
When deceived by the worm, the 
speckled inhabitants do not have a 
sporting c ce, for they bolt the 
worm eagerly, and it is frequently 
necessary to cut the hook from the 
stomachs of the hungry nibdlers. 
Not so with the fly! Now all 
the skill and technique of the an- 
gier are called for. One taste of 
the gaudy imitation convinces the 
trout that he has made a mistake, and 
he hurriedly spits the deceitful feath- 
ers from his mouth. Then is the time 
for the fisherman to show his skill if 
he possesses any! He must strike and 


an instant in which to hook his game. 
There is where the sporting chance 
lies. It is the skill of the fisherman 
against the speed of the fish, and the 
better wins. 

A certain eastern trout enthusiast 
has evolved a most ingenious explana- 
tion of why trout will rise to bril- 
liantly-colored flies even when they 
are satiated with food. He says that 
many animals—to wit., the gobbler, 
the bull, ete-—have a particular 
aversion to bright colors, and their 
fighting instincts arise when these 
colors are shown to them. So it is 
with the trout, when peacefully snooz- 
ing with a comfortable, full-stomach 
feeling, he sees a monstrous und 
hideous object, red and yellow and 
green, deliberately flirted into his own 
front Its ribald colors annoy 
him, and when the angler deftly lands 
it in the same spot again the trout 
is mad all the way through. He gives 
a conclusive shudder and then starts 
after the horrible colored apparition, 
determined to drive it from his pri- 
vate watering place. Sometimes he 
does; sometimes he forsakes his cool 
pool for the inside of a willow creel. 

STRIKING TROUT. 

Everyone who has fished much for 
trout has witnessed the sudden stop 
that the fish will sometimes make just 
before he reaches the fly. “Striking 
short,” as this is called, has caused 

a wet-through fisherman to re- 
turn to camp empty-handed, but filled 
with tales of the “big ones that just 
got away.” This sudden arresting of 
the jump toward the artificial fly has 
been variously explained, but the Bos- 
tonese explanation below is as fanci- 
ful as any. 

When the fish is after a real bug 
there is an unhesitating sureness 
about his strike that is in contradic- 
tion to his jump for the fly. The 
sudden stop just before the fish 
reaches the fly is paralleled in the

After a time the forests of the Up- 
per Mississippi, once considered in- 
exhaustible, began to thin out. The 
European immigration pouring into 
the country made continually greater 
exactions upon its natural resources, 
and it was found that the primeval 
forest had its limitations, There were 
two other forest areas as yet practi- 
cally untouched, the great South from

cy orthwest from Mon 
ames J. Hill was just pioneering 
through that country with Pais Great 


Northern Railroad. A gentleman’s 


agreement was arranged for freight- 
ing lumber products of all kinds, and 
Weyerhaeuser began assimilating all 
the forest lands that were waiting for 
just such an omnivorous lumber ap- 
petite as he possessed. Before Wert 
Washington was aware of it, all avail- 
able lumber—the finest in the world 
Was held out of the market by some 
mysterious power 

Stumpage was for sale at the local 
mills, but at a greatly-enhanced price, 
yet the costly plants were there and 
must be kept going, and as all were in 
the same boat the situation was saved 
by advancing the market price. Thus, 
not only the entire Mississippi Valley, 
which had hoped to be relieved by ac- 
cess to the Puget Sound lumber 
wealth, but the entire State of Call- 
fornia, and foreign markets as well, 
felt the iron control of the new con- 
ditions which prevailed.

MILLION ACRES. 

Ow wuch timber land do Weyer- 
haeuser and his associates own? No 
one can tell. Bven his own lieuten- 
ants and partners can only speculate. 
His name may not appear of record 
in State or county archives, but the 
timbered land is under his dominion. 
In all the great forest tracts from 
Lake Michigan to te Pacific Ocean 
he hag reigned almost undisputed for 
years. Well, what is the proximate 
extent of his syndicate holdings? It is 
believed that 30,000,000 acres is a 
conservative estimate. Do you realize 
that that total is equal to .47,000 
square miles—an srea as great as 
that of the entire State of New York, 
with its 9,000,000 inhabitants? 

What is the value of this princely 
domain? A quarter of a century ago 
it might have been placed at an aver- 
age of $6 an acre. Today no one 
would name less than ten times that 
sum, and much of it is worth more 
than $100. American forests, vast and 
limitiess as they seemed half a cen- 
tury ago, dave in recent years been 
rapidly depleted, and values have ad- 
vanced by leaps and pounds. But if 
we use the very conservative esti- 
mate of $50 an acre, the Weyerhaeu- 
ser holdings foot up the enormous to- 
tal of $1,500,000,000. We thought 
Rockefeller was the richest man in 
the country, if not in the world, but

SILENT POWER. 

Yet Weyerhaeuser does not have a 
monopoly of the lumber business, even 
in the flelds where he is dominant. 
Many so-called lumber kings have 
made fortunes in depleting the mag- 
nificent forests of Michigan, Wiscon- 
sin and Minnesota, and in exploiting 
the rich timber belt of Western 
Washington, Oregon and California. 
Some of them have displayed their 
hard-earned but suddenly-acquired 
wealth in the Atlantic cities and in 
Europe.

SANTA MONICA, March 30.— 
Baby-buggies and pedestrians will not 
be encouraged on the Speedway here- 


Venice follows the lead of her older 
beach sister, the narrow, tortuous 
channel of traffic between the two 
cities will be used exclusively by 
pleasure vehicles.

Work Today—Ornamental Lighting 
System to Be Secured. 

(LOCAL CORRESPONDENCE. 
SOUTH PASADENA, March 30.— 


question across the Arroyo Seco, 
President. Shoup announced today 
that workmen will begin tomorrow 
the repair of the Pacific Electric 
bridge. He stated that if present ne- 
gotiations are successful the Salt Lake 
tracks across the new cement bridge 
will be electrified and old line cars 
will use that bridge. However, pend- 
ing arrangements for the use of the 
Salt Lake bridge, the Pacific Electric 
will repair its own bridge, so that 
there will be no further delay. 

Something is about to be done in 
the way of securing an ornamental 
lighting system in this city. The 
Streets and Parks Committee of the 
Chamber of Commerce, the Streets 
and Lighting Committee of the Home 
e Committee and the Board of 
City Trustees are all working in 
unison on the matter, with a de- 
termination to get the lights. The 
merchants along Mission street and 
Fair Oaks avenue are anxious that an 
ornamental lighting system be in- 
stalled at once, and steps will be 
taken to secure signatures of prop- 
erty owners on these thoroughfares. 
It is stated that a number of resi- 
dence. streets are also ready to take 
up the matter at once—especially 
Huntington Drive, Oak street, Milan 
avenue emont avenue. It is 
believed that within a year every 
street in the city will have a uniform 
system of ornamental lights. As soon 
as this is done, the city will take over 
the system and will be in position to 
purchase electric current at wholesale 
prices from any source where it can 
be secured at the lowest rate, thus 
saving thousands of dollars to the 
taxpayers. The city will pay for the 
lighting from the first day the cur- 
rent is turned on, and South Pasa 
dena will be as beautiful by night as 
by daylight. 

South Pasadena has the distinction 
of having the largest registration in 
proportion to population of any city 
in Southern California. A complete 
check-up shows that 2732 voters of 
this city registered before the night of 
March 13, by precincts as follows: 
First, 283; second, 375; third, 622;
